perience in thia whioh many of you have 
wbo hear me, bat I have availed myself 
ot the experience anil observation of those 
who' have made the observance of the 
Sabbath a matter of conscience. These 
have operated in territory where others 
have urged this plea of necessity in disre- 
garding the Sabbath, and yet their invest- 
ments have proved remunerative by ita 
ubserraiice. Instead oi the rule that wells 
most be operated on the Sabbath to pre- 
serve territory, no snch necessity as a rule 
exist*. ' I. ask for a single example of ex 
tended territory where proper oare has 
been used, and yet tbe observance of the 
3abbath has resulted in failure in tho loss 
of aul investments. X have heard o! no 
snob example. Tuere are no doubt ex- 
ceptional wells,, but not any extended ter- 
ritory. On thi) other hand there are ex- 
amples of extended experiment both as to 
territory and tune, which prove 110 mjary 
is wrought by the rest of the Sibbath.

Bnt what of that? Mast we obey God 
only when-obedienoe results in gain ? If 
so, then gain is our God, not the eternal 
Jehovah. It reduces itnell to this, and 
nothing more. Just as well might the 
man who has failed in business say, "if I 
pay my past debts I am bankrupt. I nan 
only secure my investment by defrauding 
my creditor*. It is true God has said 
•thou shalt not steal.' Bnt therein a ne- 
cessity that I disobey this command or I 
lose my last fartbing" An individual 
has as much right to reason and act thus 
and call it necessity, as an oil operator to 
pump nia wells on Sibbath and cancel his 
violation of the divine command by this 
convenient term. 


Bat I not only assert, there is no necec- 


oity for the violation of this precept on 
pecuniary grounds, and this is the only 
necessity whioh can be claimed, but I am 
prepared to go farther and assert the non 
observance of the Sabbath is attended with 
positive loss. Ivery other pursuit proves 
thi s by unquestionable (acts. This I am 
sure will be no exception. That continu- 
ous physical labor, without the interrup- 
tions of this weekly rest, induces disease, 
and shortens life by about one-seventh or 
more, is established beyond all doubt by 
eminent medical authority. Hero, then, 
there is a positive loss from sickness, with 
all its attendant expense, and also of seven 
o • eight year* by premature death, from an 
ordinary lifetime. It is a historic fact that 
OHO will accomplish more and do it better 
by laboring six days than in seven with- 
out rest. Two thousand men wore em, 
ployed (or years receiving double compen- 
sation on the Sabbath aa an inducement 
di»regard it.

tinned long enough it might be brought 
to almost a red heat Bat before this 
point is reached let the strokes cease and 
with Buffiuleut rest the «ffxst in this re- 
speot' will be lost, and it will require" the 
same effort to bring it back to that condi- 
tion. This will illustrate the effect of 
constant motion on machinery. ~ It has a 
tendency to produce a'state of crystallisa- 
tion, a change in the normal molecular 
condition, of the iron whioh weakens its 
strength.

Hero is the prime cause of 
many of tbo so-called accidents in machin- 
ery, breaks and explosions, ths protest of 
inanimate matter against the violation oi 
the divine law oi rest.

careful and watchful against accidents, as 
those who observe it as God enjoins. God

Another source of loss from disregard- 


ing the Sabbath will be that God by some 
providence of fire, freshet, or other a> r rant 
will sweep away, the results of many days' 
toil Tne history of ancient Iirael proves 
this in repeated instances. Wben thej 
disregarded the Sabbath, the divine judg- 
ment* rested upon them, destroying t' e 
fruits of their labors. Bead their history 
for the proof. This principle has not be- 
come inoperative in the divine dealing* 
with men. .Compare the amount of oil 
destroyed by fire, flood and other ways, 
wiih the product of the Sabba'-h. I ap- 
prehend the former will vastly exceed the 
latter. To many there may seem to be no 
connection here. God's word teaches us 
that there is cot a single event whioh co- 
cure but is in se me way connected with tbe 
divine purpose. History establishes this 
fact, that permanent prosperity is never at- 
tained by Sabbith des Miration. Thirty 
years observation of a distinguished mer- 
chant proved this, that every man of hi§ 
acquaintance who opened hia store on Sab- 
baih'lost his property. AH the ship- own- 
ers of Boston who loaded and dispatched 
their vessels on this day became bank- 
rupts. Thus Gjd expresies his disappro- 
bation of disobedience. Oontrast countries 
where the Sabbath is observed with thoee 
where it is desecrated — Scotland with its 
intelligence and thrift with Italy with its 
ignorance and every third man a pauper* 
Cjmpjre the 
Protostant and Catholic 


portions of Ireland. Ignorance, poverty 
and deplorable degradation characterizes 
society where tho Sabbath ia disregarded, 
which evils have vanished by it* observ- 
ance. Such a state of society you aid in 
producing among ns by proclaiming the 
Sabbath to a day of mere secular toiL II 
history points to one event witb unerring 
certainty it ia this. 


I have dwelt principally on the pecu 


niary bearings of this question to meet 
tbe phase in whioh it ii presented here. 
The considerations brought forward must 
convince you they are immoneely in favor 
of obedience to this precept. Add to these 
all that might- be presented of a moral 
character whicb. inconceivably transcend 
in importance' the temporal, and the 
weight of argument against the prosecu 
tion of your pursuit on God's day is over- 
whelming.

efface, all books and itationry, &o. 


Eighth. The bogus amedment which Is 


now the law, provides tlat any appeal 
that may be made from the Auditor's 
action or decision, either If th* Council 
or any creditor of the Oity most ha made 
to the Conrt of Common 'Pleas, (of which 
Judge Chase is a membei) within twenty 
days, and* that no mousy shall ba drawn 
from the Oity Treasury to pay the costs 
or expenses. 


The laborer, the mec\anir>, the smallest

Who 
Altered the Charter 
Amendments? 


On Friday laet we explicitly charged 


that .after tbe .bill of charter amendments 
agreed upon .by the citizens of Titusville 
had been introduced in the Legislature, 
certain private individuals took it upon 
themselves to have tbe section relating:to 
City Auditor so manipulated sa to take 
from the Common Council the power of 
appointing an Auditor in case of a vacancy, 
and conferring that authority on the 
Court ot Common Pleat. We' restate the 
case precisely as we stated it on Friday 
last 


It will be remembered that during the 


discussion of the charter amendments last 
winter and spring, a committee were ap- 
pointed by a public meeting to confer with 
tbe Council in. relation to the subject of 
preparing a bill and to report the result 
to au adjourned public meeting. This 
plan was carried out. Tha citizens' com. 
mitten and the Council, after long and 
studious deliberation agreed unanimously 
upon a eerie* of amendments, and report- 
ed the same to an adjourned public meet- 
ing, where they were also agreed upon, 
with the exception of a single clause, 
which was altered to suit the meeting. 
Messrs. E. H. Chase and B. D. Fletcher 
were members of the said committee, and 
they were fully pledged iu tbat capacity, 
as well as by the action of the public 
meeting, which was accepted as jlnal, to 
abide by and accept the leport. The 
amendments were sent to Harrisburg by 
special 
measenger, and placed in the 


banda of Representative Gray. They were 
introduced in tbe lower House and put oa 
their passage in proper form, but wben 
they wore ground out in due course ol 
legislative proceeding, it appeared, they 
had been recklessly ' tampered with, and 
the people's wishes utterly disregarded. 
The clauaa in relit ion to City Auditor bad 
been so remodeled and manipulated as to 
take tbe'power of appointing a Oity Aud- 
itor, in onse of vacancy, from the people ol 
Titusville, and confer it on the Court ol 
Common Pleas. In other words, Mr. B 
R. Ohaie, at Anoetate Judge, hadibeen en- 
dowed with a power which the citizens o1 
Tiiaavillo had decided should be placed in 
the hands of tbe'Commou Council. 


We expected that the men who thus 


frustrated the expressed will of the peo- 
ple,-would have.something to say in. their 
own defence, but they aro silent. The 
Courier, however, lamely attempts to 
cover up tha transaction with tho follow-
